The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS : 

In claim 1, line 8, the phrase —being mounted to the head which is— was 
inserted before "rotatable'' and the term -180 degrees— was inserted after 
"rotatable". 

In claim 10, line 9, the phrase —in a non-parallel manner relative to one 
another,— was inserted after "reciprocate". 
Claim 1 1 has been canceled. 

The above changes to the claims were made to better distinguish over the 
teachings of two Japanese references, JP 59-202856 and JP-278226, newly 
found by the Examiner. Claim 1 was amended to include the subject matter of 
claim 11, which was thereby canceled, and claim 10 was amended to more 
particularly point out that the reciprocation movements of the two pad 
assemblies are in non-parallel directions relative to one another. 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claim 1 in particular, the prior art of record fails to teach 

or fairly suggest a rotary head pad printer having all of the structure as recited, 
in combination with and particularly including, the pad assemblies being 
mounted to the head which is rotatable 180 degrees about an axis between a 
first rotational position and a second rotational position, and wherein the first 
and second rotational positions are non-parallel to one another. 

With respect to claim 10 in particular, the prior art of record fails to 
teach or fairly suggest a rotary head pad printer comprising all of the structure 
as recited, in combination with and particularly including, the assemblies 
reciprocating in a non-parallel manner relative to one another. 

With respect to claims 5, 12, and 19 in particular, note the previous 
comments set forth in the Office Action dated November 16, 2004 regarding the 
reasons for indicating allowable subject matter.
